NEW YORK’S SONS IN CAMP. 


A Picture of Camp Black on Hemstead 
Plains Interesting Features of Camp 
Life. Anarmy of Visitors. Some Part- 

. ings and Greetings. How New York 
bid her sons Godspeed. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 
New York, May 4, 1896. 
Dotting the broad Long Island 
meadows, known as the Hemstead 


‘Plains, are three thousand white tents, 


In and about these tents are twelve 
thousand soldiers, mobilized trom all 
parts of the Empire State. This little 
military city which has suddenly 
sprung up on the Plainshas been oftic- 
ially named Camp slack, in honor of 
New York’s governor. With the ex- 
ception of three regiments. which are 
stationed atthe State Camp Grounds, 
Peekskill, all of the volunteer troops 
from this State are at Hemstead. 

It is an ideal location for a_ big 
camp, and it is a pretty picture that 
the camp presents as the visitor ap- 
proaches it from a distance. Except 
for a line of blue hills far toward the 
southeast, the fertile Hemstead Plains 
extend with hardly an undulation as 
far as the eye can reach. 

Beyond the camp there aré orchards 
here and there, now snowy with fra- 
grant blossoms. Over toward the west 
the spire of the stately Cathedral of the 
Incarnation at Garden City, rises from 
among the tree tops. Great patches 
all over the Plains. are literally blue 
with sweet scented vivlets. In many 
places the ground is covered with a pe- 
culiar gray moss. Good drainage is af- 
forded by a xandy soil, and a copious 
supply of pure drinking water is 
leading from the Hemstead water 
works. It is a peacdful scene that 
Camp Black presents. A lazy column 
of smoke here and there curls up above 
the tent tops. — Birds. twitter merrily 
flitting hither and thither after stray 
crumbs from the mess. Now and then 
the sweet chimes of the Cathedral of 
the Incarnation come floating over the 
Plains. It is hard to believe that this 
peaceful colony is composed of men 
who are making ready for the crash of 
war 

Inside the camp the strictest disci- 
pline is preserved, It is impossible to 
pass the sentries without full and satis 
factory credentials. From the hour 
when the clear notes of the reveille 
ring over the Plains, totaps, the camp 
presents a busy scene Regimental 
drills occupy a good portion of the 
time, and all the officers are kept busy 
breaking in the recruits. Some: of the 
recruits are extremely raw ard it takes 
plenty of hammering to get them into 
shape. There are allthe little details 
of the soldier's craft to be attended to, 
such asthe proper bitch for a tent rope, 
or the trick of securely stacking arn s 
New menare very clumsy over these 
details but they are all eager to learn. 
It must not be imagined that all is 
drudgery ‘or’ seriousness at Camp 
Black. “There is fun and amusement 
a-plenty. Between the hours of duty 


the men smoke, write letters home, 
read, talk and play baseball, Good 
story tellers are “quite -the-most-popu- 
lar fellows in camp, and there are Mul- 
vaneys quite equal to Kipling’s, at 
‘Hemstead. Ona dark night it is not 
impossible to ‘‘run the sentries,” and 
in consequence certain fat Long Island 


“chickens have mysteriously putin -an- 


appearance at morning mess during 


the past few days. There isa move- 
ment among Long Island farmers tu 
construct trochas about their hen 
roosts, but the soldiers welcome this 
saying that the passing of trochas is 
just the experience which would prove 
of the most value tothem before they 
go tothe front! Each tent accommo- 
dates fourmen. The camp isa mile 
long and a mile and a half wide. 
Among the most interesting sights 
on the plains are the throngs of visitors. 
Thousands flock to the camp from all 
directions and by every conceivable 
conveyance. . New York and Brook- 
lyn companies are beseiged by visits 
from their friends and _ relatives. 
Mothers, wives, sweethearts, and sis- 
ters flock out to see their dear ones in 
great numbers. They come with 
bright eyes, but often leave in tears, 
for any day may witness a hurried 
leave for the front and Géd’ knows who 
will return. Social conventions are for- 
gotten in these greetings and partings. 
I saw a tall, digmfied girl and her! 
mother walk down past a crowd of 
spectators the other day. She stopped 
in front of one of the tents. A hand- 
some young fellow, who was cleaning 
his rifle inside, jumped to his feet 
when he saw her. Regardless of the 
crowd outside he caught her in his arms 
and implanted several honest Yankee | 
kisseson her blushing cheeks. “Oh! 
George,’’ she gasped, ‘‘How could you 
before these people,” but the* proud 
smile which wreathed her face as she 
looked into the eyes of her soldier 
lover almost instantly dispelled her mo- 
m:ntary embarrassment. There are 
many little comedies and melodramas 
like this. Long lines of visitors can be 
seen streaming over the Plains toward 


the camp by the several wagon roads 
| Converging “at the-white—city:-“Prar-}—-

WHAT’S THE TIME? 
When You Ask, Tell Which of the Six 
Kinds You Mean. 

There are few questions more fre- 
quently put than ‘‘What time is it?’ 
‘*Can_ you. tell me the true time?’ A 
stickler for exactitude might reply: 
“What kind of time do you mean? Do 
you mean solar or sidereal time? Ap- 
parent time or mean time? Local time 
or standard time?’’ There are all:these 
six kinds of time, not to speak of others. 
It is only within the last two genera- 
tions—within,,,indeed, the reign of our 
sovereign, Queen Victoria—that the sub- 
ject of the differences of most of these 
kinds of time has become of pressing 
importance to any but theorists. In one 
of the public gardens of Paris a little 
cannon is set up with a burning glass 
attached to it insuch a manner that the 
‘sun itself fires the cannon as it reaches 
the meridian. This, of course, is the 
time of Paris noon—apparent noon, but 
it would be exceedingly imprudent of 
any traveler through Paris who wished, 
say, to catch the 1 o’clock express to 
set his watch by the gun, for if it hap- 
pened to be in February he would find 
when he reached the railway station 
that the station clock was faster than 
the gun by nearly a full quarter of an 
hour and that his train had gone, while 
toward the end of October or the begin- 
ning of November he would find himself 
as much too soon. 

Until machines for accurately meas- 
uring time were invented, apparent 
time—time, that is to say, given by the 
sun itself, as by a sundial—was the 
only time about which men knew or 
cared But when reasonably good clocks 
and watches were made it was very 
soon seen that at different times in the 
year. there was.a marked difference be- 
tween the sundial time and that shown 
by the clock—the reason being simply 
that the apparent rate of motion of the 
sun across the sky was not always quite 
the same, while the movement-of the 
clock was, of course, as regular as it

It is useful to a woman 
asa relief to her nervous system—any 
physician can tell ber that it has its 
physiological benefits—but masculinity 
cannot be subdued by these moist meth- 
od When she begins to show the old 
fashioned signs of distress, man cruelly 
interferes: ‘‘Now, don't cry. It makes 
your nose red and your eyes ugly. It 
won’t change me.’’ Or if he is especial 
ly coarse he will shout: ‘‘For heaven's 
sake, stop that crying game unless you 
want to get rid of me! I won’t stand 
it. ” 

_A woman enjoys crying: The wise 
man is aware of this and is never heart- 
less enough to attempt stopping a source 
of pleasure. But it is one more reason 
why he is not affected by her tears. If 
they arise from bodily pain or intense 
mental suffering, he is all sympathy, 
but the hysterical overflow that can be 
produced on an instant’s notice, that 
seems to be on tap—because her dress 
doesn’ t-fit in one particular or she lacks 
a dime to complete one especial pur- 
chase—does not now excite his interest. 

When a man cries, it is from the 
diaphragm, ‘and the sobs give him ac- 
tual physical pain. His: sex fellows 
know this and can sympathize with 
him. But women cry from the chest or 
throat without the slightest effort, and 
men know that too. The old German 
proverb, ‘‘Nothing dries sooner than a 
tear,’’ must have been written by a man 
who had had experience with the wiles 
of weeping women. There is a quaint 
old English poem that gives a list of 
the various evil spirits that infest this 
world and inflict injury upon. more or 
less undeserving mortals, and concludes 


with the startling statement that ‘‘a |: 


weeping woman with two black eyes is 
the wickedest devil of them all.’’ 

The principal point for the considera- 
tion of woman is that:-when she must 
have her ‘‘good, comfortable cry’’ she 
should take her consolation privately. 
When not in the presence of unsympa- 
thizing man, she may even forget to 
cry, and if she remembers there is a 
possibility that she will forget the cause 
of her lachrymose desires, and smiles 
may soon chase away the tears as they 
did in childish years.

is the U. S. Motto in the War with Spain, 


At the Phillips Academy Chapel yes- 
terday morning, Dr. Bancroft addressed 
the students on the present war with 
Spain. his remarks being very patriotic 
and calling furth much enthusiastic ap- 
plause. ~ ‘ ‘ 

A number of students had asked per- 
mission to go to the railroad station in a 
body and make a demonstration in honor 
of the Lawrenceand Haverhiil volunteer 
companies who would pass through An- 
dover on their way to Camp Dewey at 
South Framingham, where willbe 
mustered into the United States service. 

Dr. Bancroft said that he bad found 
out that the train would not stop at An- 
dover so that there would be no oppor- 
for a demonstration, otherwise, he 
said he would have been giad to grant 
the request. : 

“We shall not bave,” Dr. Bancroft con- 
tinued, “an opportunity this morning to 
cheer a company of soldiers as they pass 
through our town, but I have just 
spoken with one of the officers of the 
COmNaRE. over the telephone, bidding him 
and his comrades God speed. 

He replied:‘As we go this morning, 
80, I hope, we may all return,’ and I said 
I hoped it might be so. 

Such incidents as these recall to us. the 
days of ’61 to 65. There are few of us 
who do not look back upon those days 
with seriousness and do not fail to re- 
member the -~ il of the country at that 
time, a peril which threatened destruc- 
tion to both the north and south. 

We should be disheartened if our 
schools and-colleges--did-_not. display 
patriotism and rally to the support of 
the government. Enucumbered as we are 
with political differences as to the just- 
ness of the present war. it is not right 
that the trained veteran, who can en 
dure bardsbips Bp fighting in the army 
is_more. than firing guns)_be replaced 
by the untrained, uneducated or the un- 
seasoned novice. 

It is a significant fact that at West 
Point and Annapolis, only those whose 
school life would have soon been over 
were assigned to duty in the army and 
navy: There are other ways for students 
to serve their country besides taking up 
arms and going to the front. There is a 
large enough army and navy for all the 
fighting there is to do. Thank God there 
is no dearth of men | 

Some are actuated in this war by a 
thirst for revenge for the blowing up of 
the Battleship Maine, but the vast major- 
ity of our citizens are moved by humane 
motives and wish to put an end to the 
suffering of the Cubans. 

Prof. Hadley of Yale, an authority ou 
international law, through the New York 
Independent justifies the war on the 
ground that the disturbance which has 
prevailed in Cuba, arose from anarchy, 
misrule and tyranny. Such a eondition 
so near our shores has forced us into in- 
tervention. 

As I said to the, soldier this morning, 
let the motto of us all in the present 
crisis be that grand old hexameter, 
which you all know so well, the legend 
of the arms of Massachusetts: ‘ Ense petit 
placidam sub libertate quietem,’ ‘It is 
by the sword we seek for- perfect peace 
in liberty.’ This isthe motto of the 
government in the present action in 
Cuba. 

We seek vot conquest, bot revenge, not 
glory, but perfect peace and liberty.”

And yet the self-possessed ‘‘friends of 
peace”’ inthe United States declared up 
to the last moment that they were totally 
unable to discover any..possible reason 
why we shotild even give ourselves the 
slightest degree of concern about what 
was going on mm Cuba. The bewilder- 
ment of the community at =e respect- 
ing the behavior of these udvocates of 
peace at any price was not lessened by 
the fact that, to some extent, these were 
precisely the same gentlemen who, only 
a few months 
manded that the United States should 
make war upon the Turkish empire, for 
no reason whatever that related to a now 
condition of things, but solely because 
the Turkish. Government. hud not. paid 
over to our Government some thousands 
of dollars considered by us to be due for 
certain educational property destroyed 
by mobs several years ago in Asiatic 
Turkey. And a few of them a year or 
two ago would have embroiled us with 
England over a matter of catching. seals 
on the high seas ! Some of them had de- 
nounced with anger ad pathos the star- 
vation of “seal pups” on the Pribiloff 
Islands, yet they seemed unmoved when 


“the starvation of Cuban children was 


mentioned. If these gentlemen have 
been working to prevent war between the 
United States-and. Spain with clean hapds 
and pure hearts, on disinterested grounds 
and with the highest love of humanity in 
their hearts, they have at least been un- 
fortunate in the company they have kept. 
For it was undoubtedly true last month 
that some of them were working in close 
and intimate conjunction with poweiful 
agencies inspired by the holders of Span- 
ish bonds.—From “The Progress of the 
World.” in the American Monthly Review 
of Reviews for May.

While the money iigais epi needed 
had to be in by Wednesday night, there 
will be use for other funds, which will be 
received at any time. By Wednesday 
noon over $1700 had been supplied, in- 
cluding $109 from Wm. M. Wood and $50 
from Peter D. Smith.

Coal lormation, 

It will be remarked that the deposita 
of anthracite are found in very moun- 
tainous regions. The difference between 
this bard and what are called the soft 
coals was explained to me by the late 
Professor William B, Rogers. When 
the contraction of the earth’s surface 
took place by which the mountain re- 
gions of Pennsylvania and a few other 
parts of the carboniferous series were 
formed, these mountains were thrown 
up, turned over and twisted in such a 
manner as to cause the materials of 


_ vegetable origin of whichcoal is formed 


to become coked, or partly cocked, under 
extreme pressure. It is due tothat pres- 
sure and accompanying heat that the 
anthracite coals are bard and virtually 
free from bitumen; while, under -otber 
conditions, the bituminous or semibitu- 
minous coals are soft and more friable, 
containing more bituminous element. 
In some other parts of the earth’s sur- 
face where coal is found the so called 
brown coals and lignites have not been 
subjected to the measure of heat under 
pressure sufficient to convert them into 
true coal.—Edward Atkinson in Cen- 
tury.

| Sashes Worn by Army Surgeons and Their

A great many people do not know 
why. arniy surgeons wear green sashes. 
It is not so much an insignia of rank as 


it is a protection to the wearer. Accord- 
ing to the code of war, su ‘are 
| never shot or taken prisoners, To delib- 
erately shoot a surgeon while he is 
wearing bis sash is considered a viola- 
tion of the code, punishable by death, 

Because of this provision surgeons of 
one army never refuse to look after the 
wounded of the other army if it is possi- 
ble for them todo so. During the civil 
war it was often the case ‘that after a 
Sattle the field hospitals would contain 
almost an equal number of men dressed 
in blue and gray. The Federal army 
had the best surgeons and the best 
stores, and a wounded Confederate con- 
sidered’ himeelf in great luck if be was 
removed to a Federal hospital to be 
cared fot by Federal surgeons and pby- 
sicians, . fet 

But in the heat of battle a green sash 
is not thach protection, and surgeons 
wore ofteh wounded or killed, But this 
did not keep the surgeons at the rear 
tintil the battle was over.- They were 
often fond in the thick of the fray, 
dressing wounds and sending the wound- 
ed to the'tear. Theirs was a perilous as 
well as a noble duty, and they perform: 
ed it well.—Omaba World #lerald.

‘1 here is no 
doubt that fully 70 per cent of the men 
will enlist toaay and that more will 
follow their example later.. During the 
afternoon nearly half of the ship’s com- 
pany were given leave until this noon.
